LANCASTER, Pa. <*> — Storms 
will feature the start of 1955 over 
most of the country but March will 
come and go lik e a lamb. And it’ll 
be a pleasant summer with tem­ 
peratures near normal and precipi­ 
tation below. 
So say s the new addition of “Ag­ 
ricultural Almanac,” or “Lancas­ 
ter Almanac,” a little book many 
persons have sworn by since John 
Quincy Adams was President. 
In its 130 y ear history , the al­ 
manac has covered practically ev­ 
ery subject from farming to higher 
esthetics. This y ear’s book runs 
from a day by day look at the 
w’eather to a recipe for hot tomale 
pie by Vice President Richard Nix­ 
on’s wife, Patricia. 
On page 33, there’s a formula 
for predicting the number of snow 
storms per winter, if y ou can find 
a duck . 
“The date of the first snow tells 
how many snows will fall during 
the winter — thus if the first snow 
falls on the 15th of a month, then 


produce enough cover so y ou can 
track a duck through it.” 
Then, “if there’s enough blue 
sk y to patch a Dutchman’s breech­ 
es, y ou can safely hang out y our 
wash.” 
That’s 
as 
Pennsy lvania 
Dutch as shoo-fly pie and the la­ 
ment, “pappa is all,” meaning the 
old boy has passed away to his 
reward.. 
The book contains plenty of ad­

Russians Hav e Sho wn Co n­ 
siderable Difference Of At­ 
titude To ward U. S. Pro ­ 
tests In Recent Incident. 


ISSUES NOT CLEAR 
CUT, IKE REVEALS 


WASHINGTON W — President 
Eisenhower 
said 
today 
Russia 
seems to be showing a somewhat 
more conciliatory attitude in the 
latest plane shooting incident than 
has been the case in earlier sim­ 
ilar episodes. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference the American photo-mak ­ 
ing plane shot down by Soviet 
fliers off the Japanese coast on 
Sunday had a right to be where 
it was in this country ’s view. 
But these things are not alway s 
as clear cut as they seem and this 
one is clouded to some extent, Ei­ 
senhower said. 
The President said he think s 
that in this case the Russians 
have shown a considerable differ­ 
ence of attitude toward American 
protests than they have in the past 
although he doesn’t k now what 
may come of it. 
Eisenhower also told his confer­ 
ence he still is for the Dixon-Yates 
power contract here at home be­ 
cause no better wray has been of­ 
fered to get the needed electric 
energy . 
He said there’s nothing in the 
contract that can raise by a sin­ 
gle cent the costs of power to 
Tennessee Valley Authority cus­ 
tomers. If there is any politics in 
this thing, it isn’t by his choosing, 
he said. 
On other matters: 
Chinese attack s — There is no 
atom of truth, Eisenhower said, in 
reports that Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai shek and his Chinese Nation­ 
alist forces have been ordered by 
this country not to attack the Com­ 
munist-held Chinese mainland. The 
President said we try to deal with 
our partners as such and mak e 
agreements with them instead of 
giving orders. 
Bipartisan foreign policy — Ei­ 
senhower said he has many good 
friends within the Democratic p ar­ 
ty and contemplates no difficulty 
on this question. As to how efforts 
will be made to achieve biparti­ 
sanship, he said he didn’t k now. 
That was in response to a ques­ 
tion as to whether he might do 
something along the lines followed 
by former President Truman in ap­ 
pointing John Foster Dulles, nowr 
secretary of state, and John Sher­ 
man Cooper, now a U. S. senator, 
both Republicans, to contact mem­ 
bers of Congress with respect to a 
bipartisan policy . 
Most of the news conference cen­ 
tered around the Sunday plane in­ 
cident. 
As to the incident’s not being 
d ear cut, Eisenhower said the 
plane was shot down in the area 
of some small islands off Hok k ai­ 
do, the northernmost main Jap a­ 
nese island. The small islands are

Now’ tha t the election is over, it wouldn’t 
surprise us very much to see the school 
consolida tion issue emerge from its hiber­ 
na tion in Rush County. Things ha ve been 
very quiet on tha t front since the five- 
township merger wa s defea ted la st spring 
but there a re still plenty of people who-be­ 
lieve tha t a consolida tion of some kind is 
the only solution to the problem. 
It might be of interest to people a round 
here to lea rn a bout the a ction ta ken by the 
Shelby County Fa rm Burea u orga niza tion 
in its convention la st week. Consolida tion 
is a lso a n importa nt issue in tha t county. 
The Shelby County group a dopted a res­ 
olution putting it on record a s fa voring a 
county school system to repla ce the severa l 
township school systems. The resolution 
rea d, in pa rt: “ Wherea s we believe the 
township school system is outda ted a nd ex­ 
pensive, since some townships do not ha ve 
enough pupils to a ccommoda te a good high 
school, a nd a sma ll school ca nnot offer the 
va ried subjects a nd tra ining needed in mod­ 
em educa tion, a nd a lso since ma ny town­ 
ships a re bonded to the limit a nd a rfc in 
need of la rger a nd better fa cilities; a nd a lso 
since a sma ll high school requires pra ctic­ 
a lly the sa me tea ching sta ff a s a la rge one; 
a nd since ma ny townships do not ha ve a 
high school a nd pa y tuition a nd tra nspor­ 
ta tion to other towmships; a nd since pres­ 
ent township system ma kes such a va ria tion 
in school ta x ra tes irom township to town­ 
ship. . .be it resolved tha t we discontinue 
present township school system a nd cha nge 
to a county school system opera ting a gra de 
school in ea ch township a nd a few la rge cen­ 
tra lized high schools serving a ll, or pa rts, of 
three of four townships to ea ch high school, 
a nd with a county-wide school ta x ra te the 
sa me for everyone.” 
It should be expla ined tha t there is a 
sta te la w, pa ssed in 1947, ma king it possible 
to esta blish county school systems. Two- 
thirds of the township trustees of a county 
must vote in fa vor of county system in order 
to put it in effect, a nd if they do, the town­ 
ship system is a utoma tica lly discontinued 
a nd every school ta xpa yer pa ys the sa me 
ra te. The township trustees ma ke up the 
county school boa rd a nd choose a superin­ 
tendent to a dminister the schools. 
Right now’ there a re four townships in 
Rush County tha t do not ha ve high schools 
of their own a nd there a re two other town­ 
ships tha t ha ve very sma ll high school en­ 
rollments. We wonder wha t the genera l a t­ 
titude is in this county a bout a county 
school system, or ha s a nybody considered 
such a setup?

W ASHINGTON UP — The speech which Sen. Mc­ 
Ca rthy prepa red for the Sena te toda y—in his own de­ 
fense a ga inst censuro—goes fa r beyond a nything 
he ha s ever sa id or cla imed before. 
This speech, which he relea sed la te Tuesda y, is 
a ba sic resta tement of his a ttitude a nd ta ctics to­ 
wa rd criticism of himself over the pa st four yea rs. 
History ma y remember it a s a n extra ordina ry docu­ 
ment. 
The speech goes so fa r in its implica tions it is dif­ 
ficult to believe McCa rthy ca n surpa ss it: he holds 
himself a nd those who go a long with him a s the 
country’s chief defenders a ga inst Communism a nd 
links the fa te of the na tion to his own fa te. 
Without using the word “ ma rtyr,” he clea rly sug­ 
gests he is a ma n persecuted. 
Sena te deba te begins toda y on recommenda tions 
of a specia l committee crea ted to consider cha rges 
of misconduct a ga inst McCa rthy. This committee of 
three Democra ts a nd three Republica ns wa s hea ded 
by Sen 
Wa tkins (R-Uta h). 
It investiga ted, held hea rings, let McCa rthy re­ 
ply to the cha rges a nd recommended tha t the full 
Sena te censure him on two counts: 
(A) tha t he ignored requests to testify ma de upon 
him by a previous committee which investiga ted 
him a nd (B) tha t he trea ted Brig. Gen. Ra lph W. 
Zwicker a busively. 
The first count termed contemptous his trea t­ 
ment of the ea rlier committee. The second sa id, in 
effect, he ha d a cted like a bully towa rd the gen­ 
era l. On both counts the Wa tkins committee con­ 
sidered his conduct unfit for a sena tor. 
This is how McCa rthy rea soned in his speech: 
He brushed a side a s inconsequentia l the Wa tkins’ 
committee cha rges, the sa me a ttitude he ha s ta ken 
towa rd a ll previous cha rges. “ Petty,” he ca lled them. 
Censuring him would be a victory for the Com­ 
munists who wa nt to destroy him, he sa id. He de­ 
scribed himself a s “ ha rd” on Communism a nd those 
opposing%him a s “ soft” on Communism. Who a re 
they? In this group, which he ca lled “ ruthless,” 
he included ra dio commenta tors, educa tors, writers, 
a ma jority of the press. 
Ea rlier this week he ha d sa id the a tta cks on him 
ha d “ ema na ted” from the White House. 
Communist influence in sha ping America n think­ 
ing is enormous, he sa id, a nd now Communism ha s 
extended “ its tenta cles to . . . the United Sta tes 
Sena te.” He decla red the Wa tkins committee wa s 
pla ying the Communists’ ga me in voting a ga inst him. 
He didn’t sa y the committee ha d knowingly pla yed 
the Communist ga me, but tha t it wa s a “ victim” 
of the Communist ca mpa ign.
